The invocation was delivered by the; 
Kev. Shindle, a veteran of the Civil 
War. Commander Sparks delivered a 
short speech of welcome, nftcr which [ 
th<? Fla^r was lowered, with the Hoy 
Scouts standing at attention. 

Burgess Carl B. Met/.ger and Sen 
ator Fletcher W. stites were the 
speakers of the evening. .Mr. Stites, 
as is his wont, delivered a talk replete 
with historical reference, patimtic 
poetry, and humor. 

Nightfall having come about in the 
usual fashion, the attention of the as 
.xembled multitude was turned to the 
array of pyrotechnics arranged for their 
delectation. Charles V. Noel, Chief of 
the Narberth Fire Company, was in 
charge of the safety features of the 
display, with several of his company 
assisting. 

The display was one of conspicuous 
excellence. A large number of rockets. 
bombs, flower pots, etc., were scattered 
amongst the dozen or more standing 
displays. Artistic designs, pleasing to 
the eye, and in one case, to the ear. 
were set off in rapid success. ]n the 
bright light of some of the pieces, the 
spectators looked about them, and had 
a startling realization of the great ag- 
gregation of people present. 

Spectators came from Narberth. 
Merion, and many towns west of us on 
th« Main Line. Narberth 's display was 
by far the largest in the section this 
year, and brought enjoyment to a great 
number. 

The American Legion men who work 
cd so efficiently to put the affair over 
have been the recipients of much praise. 
It is particularly deserved when one 
considers the short time availahle for 
planning and preparation. 

It is hoped that these celeibratious 
will become annual affairs, perhaps next 
year with the addition of athletic events 
for the youngsters during the day 
time.

Speakinan Post, No. :!.")(i, American 
Legion of Narberth, Pa., believe that 
the principles as laid down in the Con- 
stitution of their organization should

Resolved, That this Post tender to 
Captain James T. Donaghy, of the Low- 
er Merlon Police, their services as an 
organization to be used by him for the 
detection and punishment by law of 
the said men who did feloniously and 
maliciously make the attack on the 
said policemen on the evening of July 
3rd. 1 024. And be it further 

Resolved, That any individual, group 
of individuals or organizations which 
creates nr fosters racial, religious or 
class strife among our people, or which 
takes into its own hands the enforce- 
ment of law, determination of guilt or 
infliction of punishment, to be un- 
American, a menace to our liberties and 
destruction of our fundamental law.

THE FIRST PRIZE ESSAY 
Ye Olde Gryste Mill and Its Surround- 
ings 

Secluded in the valley of Mill Creek, 
about a mile and a half north of Xar- 
berth, at a point where Morion Square 
and Riehter's Mill Road intersect, there 
caul be seen a group of houses that 
date back a generation before the Rev 
olutionaiy War. More historical inter 
est is attached to this locality than to 
any other around Nnrherth. 

The most compelling feature of this 
little colony is "Ye Olde Oryste Mill," 
which was erected in 1740 by John 
Koberts. About half way up the east 
and only standing wall is the inscrip- 
tion " I. R. I., 1740," standing for John 
and Jane Roberts. In 1771 they built 
it house, since previously to this they 
had lived in the mill. The dwelling 
inoy still be seen . about, a hundred 
yards* from the mill, where the de- 
scendants of the aforementioned John 
nnd Jane still live. The parts of the 
mill now standing are of stone, very 
solid and thick. Imbedded in the wall 
is a huge piece of wood measuring ilvo 
feet by eighteen inches by nine inches, ii
